membership in any of the Boards of Ex- 
aminers." 

What right has this Board to "hold" 
ything on the subject? It has been 
impertinence ever since its incep- 
>□. it has as a rule been composed of 
ipractlcable medlocres. Its own mem- 
ra have been among the most persist- 
ed office-seekers aud Government raendi- 
•ants. It has probably never exercised 
i prerogative that was n. t a usurpation 
if constitutional executive authority, 
t exists through the cowardice of politi- 
ians. The Civil Service has grown 
00090 instead of better since its crea- 
iou. It has fastened on the depart- 
ments at iVitshiiigton a crowd or useless 
old men and women. It has always 
been opposed to the orimury idea of our 
Government in that it has combatted the 
principle of party responsibility.

The means which the president will 
suggest for retiring the greenbacks 
will be for congress to confer upon 
the secretary of the treasury power to 
sell long term, low rate gold bonds 
sufficient to call in and cancel all 
the outstanding paper money that is 
now being employed to draw gold from 
the treasury. It is said the president 
has already received assurances that 
the bankers of New York. Chicago and 
other large cities and the commercial 
interests of the country will join in 
urging congress to adopt the presi- 
dent's recommendations us a sure 
means for permanently protecting the 
gold reserve.

FiTe Women and One Child, Passer- 
gers and the Stewardess Burned.

The part of the boat in 
which tho second-class passengers 
slept was used as a saloon during the 
day and at night it was divided 
by a partition intosleeping apartments 
for women and men. At I o'clock this 
(Monday) morning fire was discovered 
in the ladies compartment on the port 
side. The flames spread so rapidly and 
the clouds of smoke were so stifling 
that the crew were prevented from 
rescuing all of the passengers, being 
several times driven up from the burn- 
ing part of the ship. The fire was pot 
ten under control about 4 o'clock when 
the charred bodies of seven persons 
were found in their berth, so badly 
burned as to be unrecognizable. 

The cabin on the starboard side of 
the ship was only slightly injured, the 
spread of flames to that side being 
checked by the protecting steel deck.
